(If you wore present during the May 30,1974 debate, you muy recall that another 
of my Froodora of Information suits figured in the Senate's belief tho law required 
amending to return it to tho original intent of tho Congress.) 

When Allen Dulles expected his words to bo secret in perpetuity because of official 
misuse of rubber stamps and classification, ho let his hair down with hia follow Warren 
Commission members. A 0 then told thorn that tho CIA and tho FBI swear falsely from top to 
bottom, that this is right and proper, and tliut it i 3 not possible to chock their word on 
who is their agont because only two people can know and they will swear falsely and be- 
sides, if therefore written records they would be in hieroglyphics comprehensible to those 
two perjurers. This is tho actuality of the Watergate investigations, as ny own work 
leavos without doubt. This also spells out a serious problom for any Senatorial inquest.

There is a whole area of CIA domestic activity that to tho best of my knowledge 
romains undisclosed. By means of a cover tliey intrude upon the first-amendment rights 
of Americans within the United States. I am one. 1 have tho proof and I have, through 
Jim Lesnr, ataisod questions about it with the CIA. If I do not obtain relief 1 intend 
to sue. There is ulso another kind of domestic activity I hope could bo included if 
there is at this late date the kind of thoroughgoing investigation the nation and its 
intelligence services need. This is tho conditioning of tho national minf through sub- 
siuizod and sponsored books# 



Yesterday's stories quoting you as having independent confirmation of the Times ' 
disclosures are general. If your sources oun inform you whether or not to their know- 
ledge I was the subject of these improper interests I would appreciate knowing it. I do 
not in any sense fit the alleged justification.
